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U.S., Panama 


,4 Appear Near a 


Settlement

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


United States and Panama ap- 
peared today to be moving to- 
ward a settlement of their bitter 
dispute over the Panama Canal. 


^ Panama's President Roberto 
T Chiari announced Monday night 


that he believed President John- 
son had opened the way for a 
solution of the seven-week-old 
crisis. 


Almost immediately a five- 


member mediation team of the 
Organization of American States 
went into a midnight session 
here with Panama's OAS Am- 
bassador Miguel J. Moreno. 
§ 
Afterward 
the 
negotiators 


said the two countries were 
"moving fast and courageous- 
ly" toward a settlement. 


"I think we are getting close 


to a meeting of minds—I am 
optimistic," Ambassador Juan 
Plate of Paraguay, head of the 
mediation group, told The Asso- 
ciated Press. 


Johnson launched his new ef- 


fort to break the deadlocked dis- 


9 pute Saturday. He told his news 


conference the United States 
realizes the 1903 Panama Canal 
treaty "perhaps would require 
adjustment." 


He added that diplomatic re- 


lations would have to be re- 
sumed without any precondi- 
tions before any changes could

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Potent Storm 
Rumbles Into 
the Southwest

A 
potent 
storm 
rumbled 


through the Southwest today, 
plaguing a seven-state area with 
snow, plummeting temperatures 
and strong winds. 


The U.S. Weather Bureau is- 


sued hazardous conditions for 
motorists and stockmen. 


In the Southeast, 
another 


storm zipped along the Atlantic 
Coast, soaking the area from 
northwestern Florida to the Car- 
olinas with drenching rain. 


The southwestern storm hit 


portions of Utah, Arizona, Wyo- 
ming, Colorado, 
New Mexico, 


Nebraska and Kansas. 


Tucson, Ariz., received a 2 - 


inch snowfall in two hours Mon- 
day night, where the snowfall 
annually averages 1.1 inches. It 
was the first measurable snow- 
fall since 1958. Some parts ol 
the city measured up to 3 
inches.

Heavy snows were welcomed 


in northern Arizona, where an 
unusually 
dry 
winter 
has 


threatened the area with water 
shortages. 


Five inches of wet snow fell 


in the Denver area as the storm 
moved eastward across Colo- 
rado, creating hazardous driv- 
ing conditions on 
extremely 


slick highways. 


Winds measuring more than 


30 miles an hour accompaniec 
the snow with gusts causing 
snow flurries. 


In the Southeast, rain-packed 


storms ranged over a 16-state 
area from the Ohio Valley to 
the Gulf and from Louisiana to 
Virginia. 


In Louisiana, 12 families were 


evacuated in the Baker area 15 
miles north of Baton Rouge 
after 4.60 inches of rain fell in 
a 24-hour period. Some flooding 
was expected from the swollen 
waters of the Amite and Comjte 
rivers 
and emergency 
units 


stood by. 


The Midwest braced for a 


cold wave as arctic air moved 
out of Canada. The Weather 
Bureau issued cold wave warn- 
ings for an area from Wyoming 
to northwestern Wisconsin.

Expect Cyprus 
Approval to 
Peace Force

[AP)—Cyprus was expected to 
give its approval today to a new 
(mail-nation proposal author!*- 
ng U.N. Secretary-General U 
Thant to send an international 
)eace force to the Mediterrane- 
an island. 


The 
compromise 
formula, 


worked out by five of the six 
:lected members of the U.N. 
Security Council, was presented 
to the 11-nation council Monday 


Brazilian delegate Carlos Al- 


redo Bernardes. 


The resolution also called for 


Thant to name a mediator to 
help solve the constitutional cri- 
sis that has brought the Greek 
and Turkish Cypriots nearly to 
civil war. 


Acceptance by Cyprus was re- 


garded as the key to the plan's 
success. It faced a possible So* 
viet veto unless it met the ap- 
proval of Archbishop Makarios, 
the Greek Cypriot president of 
Cyprus. 


Neither the Cyprus nor tho 


Soviet delegation would com- 
ment on the resolution. Sources 
close to the Greek Cypriots said 
they believed Makarios would 
go along. 


The resolution was drafted by 


Brazil, Norway, Ivory Coast, 
Morocco and Bolivia. 


The main obstacle had no! 


been the proposed international 
force, but finding a way to meet 
conflicting demands of Cyprus 
and Turkey on how to refer to 
a 1960 treaty guaranteeing the 
Cypriot constitution. 


The 
treaty 
gave 
Britain, 


Turkey and Greece the right to 
intervene to preserve the con- 
stitution, which grants the Turk- 
ish Cypriot minority veto rights 
that Makarios wants to do away 
with. Cyprus wanted all refer 
ence,to this treaty omitted and 
insisted on a Security Counci 
guarantee for the territorial in 
tegrity of the island republic as 
protection against invasion by 
Turkey. 


The formula for the interna 


tional force is similar to tha 
sought by Britain and the Unit 
ed States from the start. The 
secretary - general would work 
out with the parties concernec 
the composition of the force. Hi 
would appoint its commander 
and the commander would re 
port to him. Thant would report 
to the Security Council, but the 
council would not control the 
force.

There are two kinds of goals 


in this world—those you do 
something 
about, 
those you 


don't. 


It is the goals you try to 


achieve that often turn life into 
a nightmare. It is the goals you 
only daydream about that some- 
times give you your greatest 
satisfaction. 


Everyone has ambitions he 


prefers to pursue more in phan- 
tasy than in real life. They are 
a portion of childhood's wonder- 
ful world of make-believe that 
we carry over into adulthood 
and help keep us young. 


Sometimes these desires are 


sppkn. Sometimes, for fear of 
being ridiculed, we hide them in 
a secret corner of the heart. 
And whether such, dreams come 
true is really unimportant. 


I have a friend whose hobby 


for more than 30 years has been 
trumpet playing. During all that 
time he has entertained 
a 


dream—to give a solo concert in 
Carnegie Hall. 


"I don't want to make any 


money out of my concert," he 
says. "I don't even want tickets 
to be sold—not even as a chari- 
ty benefit. I want to rent the 
hall with my own money, and 
invite only the people I want to 
be there—fellows like Satchmo 
Armstrong, Miles Davis, Al Hirt 
and Harry James, people who 
know an honest trumpet when 
they hear one. 


"1 don't even want any other 


instrument lousing up the back- 


ground. I just want to stand up 
here in that big spotlight and 
)low my brains out on that 
trumpet for three hours." 


Intermittently, 
this 
friend 


goes back and takes fresh les- 
sons to keep his lip sharp .But 
over three decades, he's as bad 
as he ever was. 


There is no chance what- 


soever he will give a concert in 
Carnegie Hall. If he did, he'd 
set jazz music back half a cen- 
tury. But he's happy with his 
dream. 


I have another friend whose 


ambition is to beat to a pulp the 
lieutenant he served under ini 
World War II, a wish common 
to many ex-enlisted men. 


Actually, he'd do no such 


thing. If he did meet up with his 
old looey, they'd be backslap- 
ping each other in five minutes 
and talking about what a great 
war they had together. Mean- 
while, he enjoys his harmless 
revenge dreams. 


I have one of these self-tran- 


quilizing aspirations, too. It's to 
write the great American novel. 


Had this goal since I was 12. 


Started to write it a thousand 
times. Never got beyond the 
first paragraph. After the open- 
ing sentence, I start daydream- 
ing about how I'll sell 10 million 
copies, sell it to the movies for 
$5 million and— 


Why wear your mind out try- 


ing to write a book that may 
turn out to be lousy, when I can 
just sit there and enjoy spend- 
ing dream money? So the rest 
of the page stays blank. 


Dreams are best while they 


remain but hopes. 


Hoffa Gets 
Reprimand 
From Judge 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn. (AP) 


—James R. Hoffa received a 
public reprimand in court to- 
day from the federal judge who 
will send Hoffa's jury-tamper- 
ing case to the jury before 
nightfall. 


When court resumed this 


morning, Dist. Judge 
Frank 


Wilson said he had heard the 
Teamsters U n i o n president 
shouting in the corridors out- 
side the courtroom. With the 
jury absent, he declared: 


"I sent a marshal to find out 


what was going on. He reported 
back that Mr. Hoffa was com- 
plaining very bitterly about the 
way the marshals were hand- 
ling the jury." 


Hoffa started to reply, but 


was cut off by a wave of the 
judge's hand. 


"This has happened repeated- 


ly during this trial," the judge 
said. Peering down at Hoffa, he 
added: "Let's discontinue these 
extremely loud arguments both 
in and o.ut of the courtroom." 


In the hall, Hoffa had com- 


plained that the marshals as- 
signed to escort the jury were 
acting as guards rather than es- 
corts.

"But in the course of proceed-

"there may well develop an at- 
titude of 'let's try to work this 
out artd compromise and get the 
best measure^ou can.' I don't 
know. That may very well de- 
velop and it may not." 


He said the parts of the bill 


"most distasteful to me" are the 
public accommodations section 
and the authority to cut off fed- 
eral aid funds to states where 
discrimination is practiced. 


As to the former, he said "I 


don't think anyone has the con- 
stitutional right to tell me how 
to run my business as long as I 
run it within the law." 


McClellan said "I have no ob- 


jection to some of the things" 
in the bill "except that some of 
it is' intended, I think, just to 
reflect on my section of the 
country.

"You talk about the voting 


rights. May I say to you, and I 
say this without any reserva- 
tions, in Arkansas, long before 
the Supreme 
Court decision, 


long before any of this agitation 
developed, every Negro in my 
state who wanted to vote, voted.

WASHINGTON 
(AP) — A 


planned running start this week 
on a Senate investigation of an 
unusual promotional deal be- 
tween 
heavyweight 
boxing 


champion Cassius Clay and ex- 
champ Sonny Listen has run 
into a roadblock. 


Sen. Philip A. Hart, D-Mich., 


announced Monday he will have 
to delay the hearings until after 
the Senate finishes its forthcom- 
ing debate on the civil rights 
bill. Thus the Clay-Liston hear- 
ings proably won't begin for 
;everal weeks or months. 
But, Hart said, the probe 


will be "one of the first orders 
of business" for his Senate Anti- 
trust and Monopoly subcommit- 
tee after the civil rights fight 
has been settled. 


The fight hearings will be 


held against the background of 
proposed legislation designed to 
place big time professional box- 
ing under tough federal policing 
by a national boxing commis- 
sioner. 


The official would have broad 


powers to check into 
agree- 


ments between the camps of 
rival boxers, between boxers 
and "hidden" managers, and to 
combat underworld infiltration 
of the boxing business. 


The legislation was suggested 


several years ago by the late 
Sen. Estes Kefauver, D-Tenn., 
and the idea was revived after 
Clay dethroned Listen a week 
ago tonight. 


Hart had expected a lull in 


Senate business which would 
let him conduct hearings Thurs- 
day and Friday, with Liston and 
Clay among the witnesses. 


But his announcement said he 


has learned he probably will be 
refused permission to conduct 
any hearings while the Senate 
pursues a schedule of early- 
starting sessions to clear the 
way for the civil rights debate.

Charles (Bud) Wilkinson's rec- 


ord during 17 years as the na- 
tion's winningest football coach 
made him well known in the 
area. But .until he quit as foot- 
ball coach at the University of 
Oklahoma and launched his po- 
litical campaign for the Repub- 
lican nomination for the U:S. 
Senate he had never visited the 
Panhandle, 


Wilkinson chose to launch his 


campaign in the Panhandle and 
northwest because the area has 
one of the largest concentrations 
of registered Republican voters 
—whose support he needs to 
win the nomination. 


When 
the silver-haired, 
47- 


year-old Wilkinson reaches to 
put on a pair of thick, black- 
rimmed 
glasses, t h e r e's a 


startling resemblance 
between 


him and the man he wants to 
see elected president of the 
United States this year, Ari- 
zona Sen. Barry Goldwater. 


His 
backers 
concede 
that 


Wilkinson's fame as a football 
coach can't do anything but 


help. 


On his second day on the 


campaign trial, he seemed con- 
tent to make his initial venture 
into politics simply a 
"how- 


dy!" affair. 


He avoided political contro- 


versy in his speeches and when 
he did volunteer 
to 
answer 


questions, it was rare when is- 
sues were 
injected 
into the 


meetings. 


His campaign day started be- 


fore dawn and lasted until long 
after dark. He drank gallons of 
coffee. 


"I'm a conservative," he re- 


peated at each stop. His great 
concern, he added, "is: "Does 
man belong to the state or is 
the state the servant of the peo- 
ple?" 


Whatever the outcome. Wilk- 


inson says he won't go back to 
coaching if he fails to win a 
two-year term in the Senate. 


The seat he seeks is held by 


former Gov. J. Howard Ed- 
mundson who was appointed to
